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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 , the applicant contends that 
Stent does not teach or suggest receiving a foreign data block and embedding it along with generated packing data into a file. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. Lines 9-1 1 of column 3 in Stent describe receiving files of an undertermined format, which clearly 
qualifies them as "foreign" Lines 38-40 of column 2 in Stent describe identifying and labeling the contents of a file which clearly 
exemplifies generating and embedding packing data into the file. As such, the rejection remains proper and is maintained by the 
examiner. 

Regarding claim 1, the applicant contends that Stent does not disclose selection of a byte pattern for generated packing data that 
indicates the presence of a header based on a determined character format The examiner respectfully disagrees. The byte pattern 
selection is described particularly in lines 50-67 of column 3 and lines 1-67 of column 4. In these columns, the detection of a header is 
based on a determined character format by detecting the word "HEADER", which also inherently indicates the presence of the header. 
See also lines 39-40 of column 2 which disclose "The file characteristics can be stored, or used immediately to decode the entire file." 
The byte pattern is selected is also described in lines 16-37 of column 4 including descriptions of conversion and look-up tables. As 
such, the rejection remains proper and is maintained by the examiner.. 
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
